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ONTARIO  COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY 
CELEBRATES  ITS  GOLDEN  JUBILEE 


Memorial  servece  opens  week  of  business— Immense  success  of  celebration- 
Unveil    tablet  to    brave    dead— Inspiring    address  by    Rev.  W.  A.  Cameron. 


T 


'HE  largest  gathering  of  retail  druggists  ever 
brought  together  in  Canada  was  that  which 
attended  the  joint  Golden  Jubilee  of  the  On- 
tario College  of  Pharmacy  and  the  third  annual 
convention  of  the  Ontario  Retail  Druggists'  Asso- 
ciation in  Toronto  on  June  13,  14  and  15. 

The  scene  of  the  gathering  was  the  Prince 
George  Hotel,  which  was  made  the  headquarters 
for  the  pharmacists  during  these  days. 

The  colors  of  the  College — red,  yellow  and 
black — were  prominent  in  the  decorations  at  the 
Prince  George,  and  the  autos  of  the  local  frater- 
nity also  bore  pennants  of  these  colors. 

Fully  500  druggists  and  friends  were  pres- 
ent at  the  opening  ceremonies  on  Monday  after- 
noon, June  13,  when,  in  the  Convention  Hall,  the 
unveiling  of  the  memorial  tablet  to  the  graduates 
of  the  College  who  had  offered  their  lives  in  de- 
fence of  freedom  and  liberty,  was  unveiled. 

The  Memorial  Service. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  the  College  Presi- 
dent, Major  C.  T.  Adams,  Alex.  Stewart,  of 
Guelph,  acted  as  chairman  of  the  gathering.  After 
a  few  preliminary  remarks  by  the  chairman,  wel- 
coming so  many  of  the  graduates  of  the  O.  C.  P., 
and  the  singing  by  the  assemblage  of  "O  God  Our 
Help  in  Ages  Past,"  Brigadier-General  Gunn,  D. 
S.  O.,  drew  the  cord  which  released  the  covering 
from  the  tablet,  saying  at  the  same  time,  "To  the 
glory  of  God  and  in  memory  of  these  brave  men, 
I  unveil  this  tablet." 

Rev.  Captain  T.  Crawford  Brown  said  the 
prayer,  and  Chairman  Stewart  read  the  names  of 
the  fallen,  speaking  feelingly  of  their  memory 
and  of  what  they  had  done. 

The  memorial  address  was  delivered  by  Rev. 
Captain  W.  A.  Cameron,  B.  A.,  who  considered 
it  an  honor  and  a  privilege  to  speak  on  the  occas- 
ion. "You  do  well,"  said  Capt.  Cameron,  "to  per- 
petuate the  names  of  these  brave  men  in  bronze, 
but  these  men  have  already  woven  their  names 
through  the  very  fabric  of  humanity."  Quoting 
from  Edmund  Burke  the  phrase  that  "society  was 
a  contract  with  the  past,  the  present  and  the 
future,"  as  the  three  parties.  Mr.  Cameron  said, 
"these  lads  kept  their  contract  with  the  past — 
with  Nelson  and  Wellington- — with  the  future  and 
with  us." 

Incidents  in  the  life  of  the  soldier  at  the  front 
were  told.  Of  their  bravery;  of  their  trust  in 
God — the  Wesleyan  chaplain  and  the  Catholic 
priest  who  lost  their  lives  in  obeying  the  order? 
of  their  "Higher  Command,"  and  the  faith  of  the 
British  sailor  who  was  killed  because  he  would 
not  accept  the  faith  of  Islam. 


If  these  men  could  speak  to  us  to-day  they 
Would  say:  "Be  brave;  do  not  weep  for  us;  be 
true  to  our  ideals  and  hope  in  God." 

From   Those    Who    Were    Not   There. 

Letters  of  regret  were  received  from  Premier 
Drury,  Attorney-General  Raney,  Gen.  Rennie,  J. 
A.  Stewart,  M.  P.,  Sir  Robt.  Falconer,  Prof.  J.  B. 
Reynolds,  Fred  J.  Wulling,  Dean  of  Pharmacy, 
Minnesota  University,  Willis  G.  Gregory,  Dean  of 
Pharmacy,  University  of  Buffalo;  Theo.  J.  Brad- 
ley, Dean  of  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy; 
Chas.  Howall,  Dean  of  Philadelphia  College  of 
Pharmacy;  Prof.  Jno.  W.  Lloyd,  Cincinnati  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy. 

The  bronze  tablet  which  will  be  erected  in 
the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy,  is  a  beautiful 
piece  of  art,  six  feet  high,  by  about  four  feet  wide. 
It  contains  the  names  of  some  366  graduates  of 
the  College  who  enlisted  in  the  world  war  over- 
seas. In  the  centre  are  the  names  of  28  of  these 
who  fell  in  battle.  The  crest  of  the  college  sur- 
mounts the  tablet  with  1914-1918  on  either  side. 
Below  this  is  the  inscription,  "In  honor  of  those 
who  went  from  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy 
to  serve  in  the  great  war,  and  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  those  who,  fighting  so  bravely,  fell." 
Then  follows  the  names.  At  the  bottom  is  the 
biblical  motto:  "Greater  love  hath  no  man  than 
this:  that  a  man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends."

Reunion  of  former  O.  C.  P.  students  talk  business  and  make  permanent  results  of  conference 
Illuminated  address  presented  to  Dean  Heebner— Prof.  Shuttle  worth  reads  historical  paper 


THE  morning  session  of  Wednesday,  June  15  was 
given  over  to  a  grand  reunion  of  Ontario  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy  graduates.  Alex.  Stewart, 
of  the  College  Council,  was  chairman  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  in  welcoming  all  the  old  pupils,  said  he 
was  very  pleased  to  see  so  many  of  them  present. 
With  him  on  the  platform  were :  Dr.  E.  B.  Shuttle- 
worth,  Dean  Heebner,  Vice-President  B.  Griffin 
and  Prof.  Arny,  of  New  York. 

Dr.  Shuttleworth,  first  dean  of  the  Ontario 
College  of  Pharmacy,  read  a  splendidly  prepared 
paper  on  "The  Founding  of  the  College,"  which 
was  listened  to  with  rapt  attention. 

It  is  nearly  60  years  since  he  (Dr.  Shuttle- 
worth)  first  took  an  interest  in  pharmacy,  and  of 
the  men  who  were  then  actively  interested  in 
pharmacy  legislation,  he  is  the  only  one  living  to- 
day. He  told  of  life  in  Ontario  during  the  period 
1759  to  1783,  when  this  province  was  a  veritable 
wilderness.  The  Doctor  traced  legislation  affecting 
pharmacy  during  the  early  days  down  to  the 
present. 

In  1788  the  law  of  this  country  prohibited 
persons  selling  or  compounding  medicines  for 
gain,  except  when  properly  qualified  to  do  so,  un- 
der a  fine  of  25  pounds  for  the  first  offence,  50 
pounds  for  a  second,  and  100  pounds  for  a  third. 
After  that  a  person  was  liable  to  a  three-month's 
term  in  jail.  These  were  the  penalties  enforced 
under  the  first  Act  passed  in  this  country,  which' 
then  included  both  Ontario  and  Quebec.  These 
regulations,  too,  placed  the  vending  of  drugs  in 
the  hands  of  doctors  up  to  1871,  when  the  Ontario 
Pharmacy  Act  was  adopted. 

An  Early  Toronto   Drug  Store. 

Dr.  Shuttleworth  here  gave  some  interesting 
reminiscences  of  early  Toronto  days.  In  1836  there 
stood  where  the  convention  hall  was  now  located 
an  apothecary  shop  kept  by  Joseph  Beckett,  which 
was  commented  on  by  visitors  to  Toronto  and 
found  its  way  into  some  books  of  travel. 

The  rest  of  the  Doctor's  paper  had  to  do  with 
a  review  of  the  incidents  in  connection  with  the 
securing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  1871;  of  the 
founding  of  the  College  and  its  early  struggles, 
and  its  history  down  to  to-day. 

The  first  endeavor  was  a  small  gathering  in 
a  private  house  to  study  chemistry.  Instruction  was 
gratis.  Next  a  student's  department  was  conduct- 
ed in  the  Journal.  Then,  up  to  1882,  private  class- 
es were  conducted,  which  numbered  as  high  as 
75  students. 

What  Prof.  Shuttleworth  Had  Done. 

The  first  O.  C.  P.  school  was  organized  in 
1882,  on  Scott  street,  with  Dean  Shuttleworth,  and 
Messrs.  Rose,  Robinson,  Symthe  and  Montgomery 
as  the  staff.  The  present  College  site  was  acquired 


in   1885,  and  next  year  the   new  building     was 
opened. 

At  its  conclusion  Mr.  Stewart,  on  behalf  of 
the  gathering,  thanked  Dr.  Shuttleworth  for  his 
splendid  paper.  N.  C.  Poison,  as  a  co-labor  with 
Dr.  Shuttleworth,  told  the  assemblage  that  the 
Doctor  was  too  modest  in  giving  the  credit  to 
others.  His  was  the  guiding  hand  through  the 
troublesome  times  and  his  the  enthusiasm  which 
carried  through  the  project  which  has  placed  the 
O.  C.  P.  on  such  a  firm  and  secure  foundation. 

Mr.  Poison  himself  had  been  twelve  years  on 
the  council  and  he  had  been  familiar  with  all 
matters  coming  before  it,  and  he  wished  to  sav 
that  it  didn't  matter  what  other  men  did.  Dr. 
Shuttleworth  was  the  man  who  is  responsible 
for  the  high  standing  of  the  College  today.  He  de- 
served a  very  high  place  in  the  annals  of  phar- 
macy when  they  came  to  be  written. 
A  Little  Surprise  Party. 

A  pleasant  little  surprise  party  stunt  was 
pulled  off  when  Vice-Chairman  Griffin  of  the 
Council,  arose  and  said  that  before  taking  up  the 
next  item  on  the  program  he  had  a  few  words  to 
say  on  behalf  of  the  graduates  of  the  College. 
This  year  was  the  30th  anniversary  of  Dean  Heeb- 
ner's  coming  amongst  us  and  in  commemoration 
of  the  event  the  boys  wished  to  tender  the  Dean 
an  illuminated  address. 

Dean  Heebner  was  taken  completely  by 
surprise,  so  much  so  that  he  broke  down  in  his 
talk  when  thanking  the  graduates,  and  was  com- 


Pfjf.  Shuttleworth  whose  address  was  a  levelation  of  historical 
cooditioDs  leading  up  to  present  day  pharmacy. 
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pelled  to  take  a  few  moments  to  compose  him- 
self. 

The  jubilee,  he  said,  was  a  great  success. 
The  reading  of  the  address  brought  to  him  min- 
gled feelings  of  joy  and  sorrow.  He  had  put  in 
30  years  of  hard  work,  but  there  was  the  comfort 
that  he  had  been  able  to  help  so  many  young  men 
through  the  College.  He  loved  his  boys  and  was 
wrapped  up  in  his  work.  He  was  accused  of  being 
"wedded  to  the  College,"  and  he  must  prove  guilty 
to  the  charge. 

If  any  mistakes  seemed  apparent  he  wanted 
all  to  know  that  they  were  mistakes  of  the  head 
and  not  of  the  heart.  He  felt  a  sense  of  comfort 
this  morning  and  wanted  to  thank  Vice-President 
Griffin  and  through  him  all  the  graduates  for  their 
eloquent  tribute  to  his  work.  He  would  always 
help  uphold  the  honor  of  the  College. 

Las't  night  he  thought  his  cup  of  happiness 
was  filled,  but  he  must  say  it  was  overflowing  this 
morning.  In  listening  to  Dr.  Shuttleworth's  paper

and  its  telling  of  the  hardships  and  difficulties  of 
the  early  days  he  felt  that  the  foundations  of  the 
College  had  been  so  well  laid  that  its  present 
success  was  possible.. 

Mentioning  the  attempts  made  in  Parliament 
to  break  up  the  Pharmacy  Act,  the  Dean  called  on 
all  pharmacists  to  rise  and  defend  their  just 
rights;  and  he  asked  all  the  young  men  who  are 
now  passing  through  the  College  to  accept  their 
responsibility  and  see  that  the  work  so  well  un- 
dertaken by  the  older  men  was  continued  and 
carried  on. 

Dean  Heebner  here  undertook  a  little  quiz 
class,  making  some  apt  remarks  about  Mr.  Hus-

ton,  who  took  a  pharmacy  course  in  New  York, 
but  came  back  to  take  the  O.  C.  P.  course  in  '84. 
Malley,  the  champion  wrestler  of  last  year,  also 
came  in  for  some  banter;  as  did  also  the  first  ban- 
quet in  '95,  the  Victory  class  of  1920  which  turn- 
ed out  hockey  champions,  and  the  1901  class 
which  proved  their  prowess  on  the  soccer  field. 

Wm.  Harrison  thanked  both  Dean  Heebner 
and  Prof.  Shuttleworth  for  their  addresses,  hop- 
ing they  would  continue  to  hold  high  the  torch 
of  pharmacy  and  help  the  young  men. 

There  was  another  matter  he  wished  to 
mention — it  was  the  forming  of  an  alumni  asso- 
ciation. He  knew  of  nothing  that  would  develop 
the  business  and  social  side  of  the  College  as 
would  an  alumni  of  all  graduates.  It  would  de- 
velop a  stronger  college  spirit  and  get  us  closer 
to  the  Provincial  University. 

An  Alumni  Association  Formed. 

Mr.  Leslie  of  the  '20  class,  believed  a  closer 
union  of  O.  C.  P.  graduates  would  establish  an 
esprit-de-corps  that  would  be  well  worth  while. 
It  could,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  insist  on  the  prohi- 
bition of  all  political  interference  with  pharmacy 
legislation.  He  moved  that  this  meeting  organize 
itself  into  an  alumni  association  and  elect  officers 
immediately. 

Mr.  Meek,  Toronto,  seconded  the  resolution, 
which,  when  put,  was  carried  unanimously.

place  in  Convention  Hall  on  Tuesday  morning.  June 

I  i.  President  F.  J.  Hoag  of  Kingston    welcomed  the  visiting 

druggists  not  only  to  the  Convention,  but  also  to  the  Jubilee 

celebration  of  the  College. 

Mr  Hoag  saio  he  had  prepared  a  splendid  address  for 
this  convention.  In  fact.  '  it  was  the  best  he  had  ever  got 
ready,  but  Secretary  Jacobs  told  him  to  go  light  on  his 
remarks,  else  he  would  get  a  reputation  for  talking  too 
much. 

There  were,  however,  two  of  three  things  he  wished  to 
draw  attention  to.

Another  matter  I  wish  to  mention  is  the  attitude  of  some 
of  our  druggists  in  looking  upon  their  competing  fellow 
druggists  as  enemies.  In  my  own  home  town  of  Kingston 
the  best  friends  I  have  are  my  fellow  druggists  in  the  city. 

We  should  regard  our  fellow  druggists  as  friends,  not 
as  enemies,  and  I  would  urge  all  druggists  present  who 
feel  agrieved  against  their  competitors  to'  go  back  home  and 
try  to  make  friends  of  these  men.  That  is  to  my  mind  the 
best  thing  to  do. 

And  now  a '  word  about  the  work  of  your  officers. 
Orgamization  must  come  from  your  district  commitees.  The 
Executive  cannot  do  all  the  work.  Let  the  district  repre- 
sentatives call  a  meeting  once  or  twice  in  the  year  to  thor- 
oughly organize  their  members  and  a  big  help  will  acrue 
to  the  officers  of  the  association. 


President  Hoag  thanked  Secretary  Jacobs  for  the  as- 
sistance he  had  always  rendered  himself  and  his  prede- 
cesor.  He  thanked  also  Solicitor  Mearns  and  all  those 
who  had  contributed  towards  making  the  present  conven- 
tion and  jubilee  such  a  great  cuccess.

THIS  is  a  fact  that  F.  C.  Weber  has  proved  in  his 
store  since  taking  up  the  idea  of  having  a 
flower  section.  Of  course,  he  has  done  things  to 
make  it  so. 

The  flower  section  is  along  the  right  end  of 
the  store  and  he  has  glass  cases  arranged  facing 
the  flower  department  so  that  anyone  coming  in 
to  buy  flowers  cannot  fail  to  see  the  candies  that 
are  on  display. 

As  we  mentioned  in  the  article  about  the  pho- 
nograph section  in  his  store,  it  is  making  use  of 
the  combination  sales  idea. 

Mr.  Weber  says:  "The  flower  department 
attracts  the  kind  of  trade  into  my  store  that  I 
want.  It  is  difl'erent  with  the  class  attracted  by 
an  ice-cream  parlor.  The  latter  class  come  in 
and  buy  ice-cream  and  nothing  more ;  but  those 
who  come  in  for  flowers  have  the  money  for  other 
things,  and  if  they  see  anything  that  is  attractive 
to  them  they  buy  it. 

"Young   men   who   come   in   for   flowers   for 
their  best  girl,  nearly  always  buy  a  box  of  choco- 
lates and  so  on  with  other  customers." 
Growth  in  the  Candy  Section. 

When  he  first  started  to  sell  candies  it  was 
a  venturesome  purchase  of  a  small  stock,  but  it 
has  now  grown  to  be  a  regular  department  of  his 
store.  .Ife"* 

The  candies  are  remarkably  well  displa.yed, 
both  in  the  window  and  in  glass  show  cases  in  the 
interior  of  the  store.  We  are  reproducing  one  of 
the  window  displays  that  was  dressed  recently. 

Mr.  Weber's  store  is  remai'kably  well  fitted 
for  departmentization.  It  has  a  very  long  front- 
age on  the  street  with  two  entrance  dooi's  and 
three  large  display  windows.

O.  R.  D.  A.  discuss  matters  of  moment  to  the    profession— Legislative  matters  affecting  Pharmacy- 
Narcotic    Act,    Alcohol   and   Sales  Tax    came  in  for    discussion— some   resolutions— new    officers. 


WHEN  President  Hoag  called  the  convention  to 
order  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  June  15th, 
there  was  quite  a  lengthy  aggenda. 
Secretary  Jacobs  gave  his  annual  report  very 
briefly.  He  stated  that  the  fees  collected  so  far 
this  year  were  above  those  of  last  year,  and  that 
now  there  were  670  members  in  good  standing  in 
the   Association.  He  thought  we  should   pull   up

to  eight  or  nine  hundred  by  next  year,  then  it 
would  not  be  so  hard  getting  the  remainder  of 
the  thirteen  hundred  pharmicists  of  the  province. 

The  work  of  the  secretary's  oiTice  was  light 
during  the  year.  Package  medicines  and  one  or 
two  other  small  items  were  the  only  pressing  de- 
mands made  upon  him. 

Legal  Matters  Affecting  Pharmacy. 

Solicitor  F.  S.  Mearns  presented  the  Legisla- 
tion Committee's  report  by  discussing  verbally  the 
work  of  the  year.  Like  the  rest  of  the  speakers  he 
was  overcome  with  the  success  of  the  convention. 
As  solicitor  for  the  Association  he  had  to  keep  in 
mind  the  matters  of  the  O.  R.  D.  A.  But  he  also 
represented  the  O.  C.  P.  and  the  C.  Ph.  A.,  and 
these  sometimes  overlapped. 

So  far  as  pharmacy  legislation  is  concerned 
it  centered  largely  at  Ottawa.  There  were  three 
things  of  a  legislative  nature  that  interested  us — 
the  Patent  and  Proprietary  Medicine  Act,  the 
Opium  and  Narcotic  Drugs  Act,  and  the  sales  tax 
and  tax  on  alcohol. 

The  Proprietary  and  Patent  Medicine  Act 
has  not  been  amended  since  1919.  Two  changes 
or  amendments  are  necessary.  These  changes 
should  be  made  and  would  be  if  a  solution  is 
properly  presented. 

The  Opium  and  Narcotic  Drugs  Act  was  dis- 
cussed by  a  deputation  sent  to  Ottawa,  who  asked 
for  relief  in  some  of  the  restrictions  covering  the 
use  of  these  drugs.  Now  certain  small  quantities 
may  be  used  in  prescriptions  under  careful  super- 
vision. 

The  Act  is  linked  up  with  the  Harrison  law, 
and  some  exemptions  have  been  put  into  the  Act. 
Prescriptions  though,  to  be  again  filled,  must  be 
rewi'itten  by  the  physician. 

Sales  Tax  and  Alcohol  Tax. 

On  the  tax  sales  question  there  was  recently 
settled  in  the  Exchequer  Court  at  Ottawa  a  case 
in  which  the  judgment  was  rendered  that  a  re- 
tailer was  not  a  manufacturer.  The  meaning  of 
retailer  and  manufacturer  v:as  defined,  a  manu- 
facturer being  one  who  produces  by  labor  on  a 
large  scale,  but  a  retailer  could  not  be  classed  as 
such,  because  he  manufactured  in  a  small  way 
articles  sold  in  his  own  store. 

There  was  some  mist  hanging  over  the  tax 
on  alcohol.  The  $9  charge  per  proof  gallon  means 
that  it  is  prohibitive,  and  druggists  will  be  unable 
to  put  up  their  own  tinctures  or  extracts.  Some- 
thing should  be  done  to  amend  this  condition  and 
he  suggested  to  the  President  of  the  C.  Ph.  A.  tak- 
ing up  the  matter  at  its  convention. 

Coming  to  Ontario  legislative  matters,  things 
had  been  quiet.  He,  Mr.  Mearns,  had  acted  as 
solicitor  of  the  college  since  1901,  following  Sena- 
tor Kerr  and  E.  T.  Malone.  He  mentioned  the 
changes  that  had  been  made  to  the  Pharmacy  Act 
in  1905,  and  succeeding  years  up  to  1911,  when 
the  various  amendments  were  consolidated  in  the 
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Act.  The  present  Act  was  greatly  changed  from 
the  original  one.  A  few  more  amendments  were 
necessary,  one  of  them  dealing  with  narcotics. 
Our  Provincial  law  is  much  more  stringent  than 
the  Dominion  Act. 

A  matter  of  interest  taken  up  since  the  last 
convention  was  the  giving  of  managers  of  drug 
stores  the  right  to  vote  at  Council  elections,  and 
changing  the  fees  in  this  regard. 

A  bill  presented  at  the  Legislature  relating 
to  professional  engineers  classing  themselves  as 
chemists  was  objected  to  and  held  over  for  amend- 
ment. 

Mr.  Mearns  pleaded  for  more  co-operation 
if  we  are  to  exist.  It  is  sometimes  wise  to  yield 
our  opinions  on  small  matters  to  get  the  help  of 
those  who  can  assist  us  in  the  larger  objects. 

On  motion  of  Messrs.  Roberts  and  Mitchell, 
the  address  of  Mr.  Mearns  was  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Committee  to  take  whatever  action 
may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  best  interests  of 
the  profession. 

P.  T.  McGibbon  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-laws,  which 
was  discussed  clause  by  clause  and  the  changes 
adopted  on  motion  of  Messrs.  Malley  and  Jury. 
Voice  From  the  East. 
J.  E.  Tremble,  Montreal,  noted  that  many  of 
the  speakers  dealt  in  cycles  of  years,  so  he  would 
adopt  the  same  course.  It  will  be  40  years  next 
September  since  he  started  in  the  drug  business. 
He  was  attending  school  at  the  time,  but  getting 
sick  of  studying  geometry  and  greek,  he  had  a 
longing  for  any  business  that  would  get  him  away 
from  it. 

He  was  living  in  St.  Mary's,  Ontario,  where 
lived  also  a  number  of  other  prominent  men,  and 
got  his  first  job  in  a  drug  store.  After  a  month 
of  sweeping  up  and  doing  the  odd  rough  work 
about  the  place,  he  decided  to  go  back  to  school, 
took  a  course  at  the  O.  C.  P.,  went  into  business 
in  1882,  moved  to  Toronto  in  1886,  was  in  London 
for  a  month,  then  to  Montreal,  where,  after  five 
years,  he  started  in  business  for  himself,  and  has 
been  at  it  ever  since. 

He  noted  that  quite  a  large  percentage  of 
dispensers  in  Montreal  were  graduates  of  the 
O.  C.  P. 

Mr.  Tremble  felt  that  when  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  C.  Ph.  A.  he  was  honored  beyond 
his  desserts.  He  invited  as  many  as  possible  who 
could  attend  the  convention  in  St.  John  in  August 
to  do  so. 

Some  druggists  may  consider  the  C.  Ph.  A. 
unnecessary,  but  after  the  address  of  Mr.  Mearns 
he  believed  it  was  necessary.  He  complimented 
those  who  had  worked  to  make  the  convention 
and  jubilee  a  success,  and  wished  the  attendance 
at  the  Canadian  Association  was  just  as  large. 

Mr.  Rattey,  speaking  in  French  and  English, 
conveyed  good  wishes  from  the  Quebec  Associa- 
tion and  wished  the  O.  R.  D.  A.  success  in  their 
endeavors.  He  said  the  Quebec  Association  had 
decided  to  continue  affiliation  with  the  C.  Ph.  A. 
Resolutions  Put  Through. 
The  Resolution's  Committee  brought  in  their 
report  condemning  the  recent  amendment  to  the 
Federal  law  with  reference  to  the  advance  in  the 
excise  tax  on  alcohol  and  asking  that  a  copy  of 
the  resolution   be  sent  the   Minister  of  Finance, 


Minister  of  Inland  Revenue  and  Customs,  Sir 
George  Foster,  Acting  Premier,  the  Provincial 
Druggists'  Association  and  the  C.  Ph.  A.,  asking 
the  same  consideration  for  druggists  in  this  mat- 
ter as  is  tendered  large  manufacturers. 

Another  resolution  introduced  by  T.  E.  Mc- 
Lellan  of  Gait,  had  reference  to  the  medical  pro- 
fession wanting  the  Ontario  Government  to  enact 
legislation  compelling  druggists  to  keep  a  stock 
of  liquor  on  hand,  and  the  mover  condemned  in 
the  strongest  terms  even  the  idea  of  compelling 
the  druggists  to  do  this. 

Many  speakers  arose  to  second  the  resolution. 
They  declared  that  such  action  was  a  positive 
insult  to  the  druggists  of  the  province.  It  was  un- 
just on  the  part  of  the  physicians  to  attempt  to 
inflict  upon  the  druggists  legislation  of  that  char- 
acter. If  the  Government  in  its  wisdom  deemed 
it  necessary  that  druggists  should  handle  liquor 
for  medicinal  purposes,  the  pharmacist  should  be 
allowed  to  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  keeping 
liquor  on  his  premises. 

Replying  to  numerous  questions  as  to  vv'hat 
interpretation  should  be  placed  upon  the  resolu- 
tion brought  in  by  the  committee,  Mr.  McLellan 
explained  that  if  it  was  endorsed  it  did  not  mean 
that  the  association  desired  to  interfere  with  the 
rights  of  any  druggist  who  wished  to  keep  liquor 
in  stock.  "If  the  druggists  are  good  enough  to 
dispense  liquor  prescribed  for  patients  by  doc- 
tors," asserted  Mr.  McLellan,  "we  are  equally 
capable  of  dispensing  tablets  which  the  doctors 
prepare  themselves  when  they  do'  not  want  to 
carry  with  them  liquids  in  bulk  form.  The  drug- 
gists, individually  and  collectively,  are  united  in 
then-  efforts  to  defeat  legislation  of  the  character 
urged  by  the  physicians." 

A  third  resolution  suggested  the  appointment 
of  a  special  committee  to  take  up  with  the  Ontario 
License  Commissioners  the  whole  question  of  the 
handling  of  liquor.  With  the  continual  changin^^ 
of  liquor  legislation.  President  Hoag  believed,  a 
joint  conference  of  the  Association  and  the  License 
Commissioners  would  be  productive  of  good  re- 
sults, so  far  as  adjusting  the  handling  of  liquor 
was  concerned. 

Concluding   Matters 
Letters  of  condolence  v\-ere  ordered  sent  the 
families  of  the  late  Geo.  Ferrier  and  C.  McD.  Hay 
and  the  Lj-man  Company  on  the  deaths  of  these 
two  great  men. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the  Quebec 
Association  on  continuing  its  affiliation  with  the 
C.  Ph.  A. 

George  E.  Gibbard  conducted  the  "Question 
Box,"  and  in  his  usual  style  answered,  off-hand, 
practically  every  query  that  had  been  submitted 
on  the  foi'ms  provided. 

A  pleasing  feature  at  the  close  of  this  session 
was  the  presentation  of  a  gold  watch,  suitably 
inscribed,  to  Mr.  Gibbard,  the  presentation  on 
behalf  of  the  members  being  made  by  A.  H.  John- 
son, of  Collingwood,  who  referred  to  the  yeoman 
service  of  Mr.  Gibbard,  covering  a  period  of  many 
years  in  the  interests  of  the  profession.  Mr.  Gib- 
bard made,  a  happy  response. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  tendered  the  O.  C.  P. 
Council,  the  Toronto  members,  the  Convention 
Committees,  and  a  special  one  to  that  committee 
which  had  looked  after  the  visiting  ladies'  com- 
fort and  pleasure.

weather  sets  in — and  even  then  uses  the  line  as  a 
Christmas  gift  suggestion. 

Latimer  &  Co.,  at  462  Queen  West,  is  another 
Toronto  druggist  firm  that  makes  an  important 
department  of  its  photographic  goods,  and  uses  its 
windows  very  extensively  throughout  the  year  to 
carry  its  story  across. 

Both  these  firms  strongly  push  cameras,  i^l- 
most  all  drug  stores  will  take  care  of  printing,  de- 
veloping and  enlarging  of  prints.  The  two  stores 
under  review  do  more  than  that.  They  try  to 
interest  the  amateur  photographer,  first  by  sell- 
ing the  camera,  then  the  various  supplies  that  are 
necessary  for  use  by  him. 

Cameras  of  the  popular  styles  and  sizes  are 
carried,  and  these  are  used  extensively  in  the  win- 
dows. In  fact,  many  of  the  displays  are  made  up 
wholly  of  cameras,  and  at  all  times  there  are  sev- 
eral complete  outfits  in  the  trim. 

The  windows  are  the  chief  publicity  avenues 
used  by  these  stores.  Two  Brandon,  Man.,  drug- 
gists, that  make  much  of  cameras  and  photo- 
graphic goods  are  McCulloch's  and  Robertson's. 
As  with  their  Toronto  confrei'es  the  windows  are 
used,  particularly  in  the  summer  season.  But  the 
chief  advertising  used  by  these  stores  to  draw  at- 
tention to  their  photo  goods  and  supplies  is  the 
daily  newspaper.  Both  these  firms  are  strong 
believers  in  printers'  ink.  The  McCulloch  store 
uses  space  daily — a  five-inch  space  in  two  columns 
— to  give  publicity  to  some  one  pai'ticular  line  or 
department 

Robertson's  use  newspaper  space  pretty  fre- 
quently. Whenever  their  ad.  appears  it  is  al- 
ways enclosed  in  heavy  black  borders  so  as  to  dis- 
tinguish it  and  make  it  stand  out  from  all  other 
ads.  on  the  page.

O.  C.  P.  COUNCIL  MEET. 

At  the  O.  C.  P.  council  meeting  held  during 
the  week  of  June  6,  T.  P.  Hartley  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Geo.  E. 
Feri'ier.  All  the  o\ther  member.'^  were  present, 
and  Pres.  C.  T.  Adams  was  in  the  chair. 

The  Golden  Jubilee  celebration  was  taken  up 
and  $2,000  was  apportioned  to  the  special  com- 
mittee having  the  matter  in  hand. 

Reports  of  committees  on  "Education  and 
Research"  and  "By-laws  and  Legislation"  were 
read  and  adopted.  Henry  Watters  presented  the 
report  of  examinations,  which  was  received,  and 
Registrar  Graham  read  the  statement  of  the  fin- 
ances of  the  College,  the  John  Roberts'  Scholar- 
ship Fund,  auditor's  report,  and  report  of  the 
Dean,  all  of  which  were  referred  to  committees 
to  report  on. 

An  amendment  to  the  by-laws  of  the  College 
calls  for  a  payment  of  $4  on  the  first  of  May  each 
year  from  every  person  registered  as  a  pharmac- 
eutical chemist  and  carrying  on  business,  and  the 
same  fee  to  be  payable  by  managers  of  incorpor- 
ated companies  carrying  on  business  with  an  ad- 
ditional fee  of  $1  for  every  additional  business 
carried  on  by  individuals  or  incorporated  com- 
panies. When  the  payment  of  fee  is  made  before 
May  I,  the  Registrar  is  to  accept  $3  instead  of 
the  $4  fee. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Dominion  De- 
partment of  Health  stating  that  druggists  selling 
without  authority  preparations  containing  mor- 
phine, of  which  "papine"  in  particular  was  men- 
tioned, would  be  prosecuted  under  the  Narcotic 
Drug  Act. 

A  resolution  was  passed  and  sent  to  the  Ot- 
taw^a  Government  and  the  C.  Ph.  A.  deprecating 
the  discrimination  placed  on  the  retail  druggist 
in  favor  of  the  large  manufacturer  in  the  securing 
of  alcohol.
